Claims 1-7 are pending. Claims 3, 6, and 7 are canceled and Claim 4 is amended via 
Examiner's Amendment, infra. Claims 1, 2, 4, and 5 are in condition for allowance.

Reasons for Allowance 
Applicant's invention is drawn to compounds, pharmaceutical formulations, and a 
method of treatment using compounds of Formula (I), depicted in Claim 1. There is no prior art 
which anticipates or renders Applicant's instantly claimed compounds and compositions 
obvious. 

The closest prior art is U.S. Patent No. 6,060,473, issued May 9, 2000. The '473 patent 
discloses compounds and compositions which contain an azabicycloheptane core and are capable 
of inhibiting cholinergic activity. Despite the similar core and use, the compounds disclosed in 
the '473 Patent do not meet each limitation of the instant compounds. Most notably, the instant 
compounds teach two azabicycloheptane-cored compounds with a specificity for M3 muscarinic 
acetylcholine receptor antagonism.
